• Establish and maintain adequate veterinary care that includes 
the use of appropriate methods to prevent, control, diagnose, 
and treat diseases and injuries, and the availability of 
emergency, weekend, and holiday care. 

(Feces buildup in the locks around the rectum of an angora goat and 
sheep.) 

• Adequately protect food and bedding supplies against 
deterioration, molding, or contamination by vermin, and 
refrigeration of perishable foods. 

(Open bag of feed stored on top of the feed storage tubs.) 

• Make potable water accessible to animals at all time for the 
health and comfort of the animal. 

(** Water containers for the sheep and goats were excessively dirty 
with green algae growing on the sides of the tubs. 

**Very little water was available in the pen.) 

® Feed rabbits at least once each day except as otherwise might 
be required to provide veterinary care. The food shall be free 
from contamination, wholesome, palatable and of sufficient 
quantity and nutritive value to meet the normal daily 
requirements for the condition and size of the rabbit. 
(**Rabbits were fed the wrong feed. 

**Feed was in an area that the rabbits were unable to access.) 

® Provide sufficient potable water daily except as might 
otherwise be required to provide adequate veterinary care. 
(On August 26, 2010 - September 22, 2010 - November 3, 2010, 
rabbits had no water available when the USDA inspector arrived.)
